BARRETT’S 250 


UTS Olympic confirm DAVID BARRETT has completed 250 games for the club. Only 
the third player in the club’s history, he could easily overtake long serving GARY 
MEIER 296 and GARY PHILLIPS 279 games if he stays with the club another two 
seasons. 


At the age of 28, DAVID has played organised succer for a quarter of a century. 


As a mascot for his brother RODS’ team in the DRUMMOYNE PRESBETERIAN 
CHURCH junior team DAVID was called in to make up the numbers when he was only 
12. 


After joining the Five Dock Junior Club in the Canterbury District his parents Margaret 
and Trevor chalked up a big mileage to advise him to trainings and games. He played for 
Canterbury in the Under 11 and 12s rep teams and Under 13 and 14s in the NSW Youth 
League, to join Olympic in the 15. In 1985 DAVID captained the NSW Under 16 Youth 
Team and till 19 he led every NSW Youth Team he played for. 


David was a member of the first Australian Under 17 team that took part in the World 
Youth Championship in China. 


On his return he joined Sydney City where he was a regular in the Under 19 and made 
his NSL debut in 1986 against Wollongong. 


As.the club folded in 1987 it proved to be DAVID’s only game for Sydney City and he 
returned to Olympic as a member of their all conquering 1987/88 youth team. The 
following year he started the year in the first team, to become a regular choice ever since. 


DAVID’s greatest moment in club soccer came in 1990 when Olympic won the NSL 
Grand Final beating Marconi 2-0 in front of 25,000 people. 


As a matter of interest Olympic made it from fifth place and DAVID scored the winning 
goal against Blacktown in the last round of the competition. 


In 1995 he became Olympic’s captain and also led the NSW State team against 
Queensland, 


DAVID mentions Geoff Harcombe the Sydney City Youth coach who he claims taught 
him all the basics, Eddie Thomson who gave him the first chance in the NSL and Mick 
Hickman who added “the finishing touch” as having the most influence on this career. 


While he doesn’t consider it appropriate to pass an opinion on his last coach we heard 
from David Ratcliffe a very high rating of the Olympic captain. 


“David Barrett is a true professional on and off the field and leads the team by example 
as captain. The only thing that DAVID did not achieve in soccer is to play for the 
national team after all his other representatives honours” said RATCLIFFE. 


David a Maths teacher at Westfields Sports High School just recently got cng to his 
longtime nem Nerida.
